Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

This  column  will  address 
common  grammatical  errors,  in- 
accuracy in  punctuation  and  fre- 
quently seen  mistakes  in  spell- 
ing. I  will  begin  with  a  rule  that  I 
need  to  work  on  myself :  Do  not, 
place  unnecessary  commas, 
in       your,       sentences. 

A  comma  is  to  be  used  to 
separate  elements  in  a  series 
when  there  are  three  or  more 
things.  They  are  also  required 
before  a  conjunction  to  connect 
two  independent  clauses,  as  in 
"He  hit  the  ball,  but  he  forgot  to 
drop  the  bat."  One  of  the  most 
frequent  errors  in  comma  usage 
is  the  placement  of  a  comma  af- 
ter a  coordinating  conjunction. 
Commas  are  also  used  to  set  off 
introductory  elements,  as  in 
"Racing  to  the  door,  he  suddenly 
realized  he  forgot  his  pants." 
Also,  use  a  comma  to  set  off 
parenthetical  elements,  as  in 
"The  gate,  which  keeps  the  dogs 
out,  has  completely  fallen  apart." 

A  comma  is  a  wonderful 
tool  that  can  enhance  your  writ- 
ing when  used  properly.  How- 
ever, improper  usage  will  detract 
from  what  could  othenwise  be  an 
exceptionally  well  written  paper.

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

This  column  will  address 
common  grammatical  errors,  in- 
accuracy in  punctuation  and  fre- 
quently seen  mistakes  in  spell- 
ing. This  week  the  rule  is: 
There,  their  and  they're  are 
three  entirely  different  words. 
They  have  different  meanings, 
so  one  should  learn  when  to 
use  each  of  them  appropri- 
ately. "Their"  is  a  possessive 
pronoun  like  "his",  "hers"  or 
"our":  An  example  of  the  correct 
use  of  this  word  in  a  sentence 
might  be:  "They  really  like  their 
new  home."  To  many  people, 
"they're"  can  seem  as  if  it  might 
mean  almost  anything.  However, 
"they're"  is  always  a  contraction 
of  "they  are."  Do  not  allow  the 
apostrophe  to  confuse  you.  If 
you  have  written  the  word  as 
"they're,"  ask  yourself  whether 
you  can  replace  it  with  "they 
are."  If  you  cannot  do  so,  you've 
used  the  contraction  incorrectly. 
Everything  else  is  "there." 
"There  goes  my  dog,  running  out 
the  gate!  See  him?  He's  right 
there!  Wow,  there  aren't  very 
many  dogs  that  can  run  that 
quickly."  "Thier"  is  a  common 
misspelling,  but  you  can  avoid  it 
by  remembering  that  "they"  and 
"their"  both  begin  with  "t-h-e." 
Here's  a  hint:  "there"  has  "here" 
buried  inside  it  to  remind  you  it 
refers  to  a  place,  while  "their" 
has  "heir"  in  it  to  remind  you  that 
it  has  to  do  with  possession.

♦  To  safely  pick  up  a  very  heavy 
pack,  (i.e.,  mine)  place  it  on  a 
desk  with  straps  on  top,  face 
away  from  the  pack,  bend 
knees,  slip  arms  into  straps 
and  lift  pack  onto  back.

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

This  column  addresses 
common  grammatical  errors,  in- 
accuracies in  punctuation  and 
frequent  mistakes  in  spelling. 

This  week  the  rule  that  I 
would  like  to  tackle  is:  "Always 
proofread  your  work  carefully 
to  see  if  you  any  words  or 
leters    out." 

Do  not  leave  it  solely  to 
the  teacher  to  edit  your  work.  It 
is  important  to  write  a  paper  as 
soon  as  possible  after  receiving 
an  assignment.  In  doing  so,  you 
have  time  to  work  toward  im- 
proving it  after  you  simply  jot 
down  ideas  in  a  rough  draft. 
There  is  no  substitute  for  proof- 
reading and  rewriting  to  refine 
your  thoughts.  Unless  they  are 
an  outstandingly  talented  writer, 
anyone  can  make  improvements 
on  their  first  draft. 

It  can  also  be  beneficial 
to  ask  a  friend  to  read  your  pa- 
per and  make  suggestions  for 
possible  improvement.  Often  we 
see  what  we  were  thinking  when 
we  wrote  the  paper  rather  than 
what  we  have  actually  written. 
An  objective  reader  can  make 
suggestions  for  improving  the 
clarity  of  your  paper  as  well  as 
catch  errors  you  overlooked. 

Analyze  your  own  work 
and  then  have  a  friend  look  it 
over.  You  will  know  it  was 
worth  the  effort  when  you  see 
the  grade  that  your  paper  re- 
ceives!

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

This  column  addresses 
common  grammatical  errors,  in- 
accuracies in  punctuation  and 
frequent  mistakes  in  spelling. 

This  week  I  would  like  to 
share  with  you  this  rule:  It  is 
never  proper  or  right  or  ap- 
propriate to  be  redundant  and 
also  repetitive  or  else  to  re- 
peat yourself  over  and  over 
again  in  your  writing. 

Did  you  notice  how  many 
mistakes  were  made  in  the  rule 
above?  Practically  the  entire 
sentence  was  redundant.  Some 
of  them  were  very  obvious  mis- 
takes, others  more  subtle.  The 
words  "And  also"  are  repetitive 
and  should  not  be  used  to- 
gether. Either  "also",  or  "and"  is 
enough.  Other  words  that  often 
appear  together  in  student  pa- 
pers are  "sufficient  and  enough" 
such  as  the  following,  "The  light 
was  sufficient  enough  for  her  to 
see  the  door."  Dropping  either 
word  would  have  improved  the 
sentence.  "At  the  present  time" 
is  another  phrase  in  which  some 
of  the  words  are  redundant.  "At 
present"  would  suffice. 

There  are  too  many 
phrases  using  unnecessary 
words  to  mention  them  all  here, 
but  I  hope  that  it  has  given  you 
an  idea  of  what  to  look  for.  Your 
teachers  will  be  looking  for  them 
too!

This  column  addresses 
common  grammatical  errors,  in- 
accuracies in  punctuation  and 
frequent  mistakes  in  spell- 
ing.

I  hope  this  col- 
umn is  of  interest  to  the  readers 
and  is  helping  people  become 
more  careful  writers,  but  you 
know  what  they  say,  you  can 
lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  you 
can't  make  him  drink!

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

This  column  addresses 
common  grammatical  errors,  inac- 
curacies in  punctuation  and  fre- 
quent mistakes  in  spelling. 
Never-ever  put  a  hy-phen  where 
no  hyphen  should  be. 

Check  a  good  reference 
source,  such  as  the  Chicago  Man- 
ual of  Style  for  a  thorough-going 
account  on  hyphenation,  but  here 
are  a  few  rules  to  use  meanwhile. 

While  an  adverb/adjective 
combination  in  which  the  adverb 
ends  in  "-LY"  is  never  hyphen- 
ated, other  adverbs  utilize  a  hy- 
phen when  followed  by  an  adjec- 
tive: "The  long-suffering  woman 
had  enough."  Here,  "long"  modi- 
fies "suffering,"  not  "woman." 
When  both  words  modify  the 
same  noun,  they  aren't  hyphen- 
ated. 

A  "light-blue  jacket"  is  a 
pale  color,  but  a  "light  blue  jacket" 
is  not  heavy.  In  this  example 
"light"  and  "blue"  both  modify 
"jacket,"  so  no  hyphen  is  used. 

Adjectives  combined  with 
nouns  having  an  "-ED"  suffix  are 
hyphenated:  "Joe  Smith  was  a 
hot-headed  man." 

Phrases  composed  of  a 
noun  and  a  present  participle  ("- 
ing"  word)  are  hyphenated:  ..."the 
thrill-seeking  teens." 

Fractions  are  almost  al- 
ways hyphenated  when  adjec- 
tives: "He  is  one-quarter  Irish  and 
three-quarters  Scottish."

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

The  purpose  of  this  col- 
umn is  to  address  common  gram- 
matical errors,  inaccuracies  in 
punctuation  and  frequent  mis- 
takes in  spelling.  This  week  I 
would  like  to  address  the  use  of 
the  word  its  or  it's:  Its  not  a  good 
idea  to  say  its  acceptable  to 
write  it's  meaning  wrong  when 
you  want  it's  meaning  to  be 
right. 

Alright,  so  it's  confusing. 
That  one  even  confused  me  a  bit 
because  it's  not  always  easy  to 
know  when  to  use  that  particular 
little  word  in  a  correct  manner. 

Actually,  it's  a  very  simple 
rule  for  a  very  simple  word,  but 
sometimes  we  take  "it"  for 
granted  .  One  should  always  pay 
attention  to  how  it's  used  in  a 
sentence. 

It's  means  it  is  or  it  has:  It's 
been  snowing  all  day.  It's  too  late 
to  go  to  class  now. 
Its  means  belonging  to  it  or  of 
it:  It  was  a  very  old  book  and  its 
pages  were  torn  and  wrinkled.

So,  ignor- 
ing the  rule  I  used  last  time  con- 
cerning cliches,  I  just  have  to 
say.  Hey,  "it's"  a  dirty  job,  but 
somebody's  got  to  do  it!

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Depression  Screening 

The  Worid  Health  Center 
reports  that  clinical  depression 
will  be  the  second  most  burden- 
some illness  in  the  world  by  the 
year  2020.  As  a  result,  efforts 
aimed  toward  public  education 
about  depression  have  increased 
over    the    past    several    years. 

One  such  effort,  National 
Depression  Screening  Day,  is  a 
nationwide  public  health  event 
that  is  held  yearly  and  is  de- 
signed to  raise  awareness  of  the 
signs  and  symptoms  of  depres- 
sion and  to  connect  those  in  need 
with  treatment.  Last  year,  more 
than  85,000  people  attended 
screenings  at  3,000  sites  nation- 
wide. 

Depression  and  manic- 
depression  strike  more  than  17 
million  Americans  each  year,  ac- 
cording to  statistics  from  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Mental  Health.  It 
can  affect  men  and  women  of 
every  age,  nationality  and  back- 
ground. It  is  estimated  that  80- 
90%  of  those  experiencing  symp- 
toms of  depression  can  improve 
within  several  months  once  they 
get  treatment  Unfortunately, 
fewer  than  half  of  those  affected 
actually  seek  treatment. 

Common  symptoms  of  de- 
pression include  feelings  of  sad- 
ness, hopelessness,  worthless- 
ness,  restlessness,  guilt  and  irri- 
tability, loss  of  pleasure  in  activi- 
ties, changes  in  sleep  and  appe- 
tite, inability  to  concentrate,  and 
thoughts  of  death  or  suicide. 

In  observance  of  National 
Depression  Screening  Day,  the 
Clarion  University  Department  of 
Counseling    Services    will    offer 


free  screenings  on  Wednesday, 
October  30'",  from  10  a.m.  to  12 
noon  and  12:30  p.m.  to  2:30  p.m. 
in  Rhoades  Private  Dining  Room. 

This  marks  the  sixth  year 
that  Clarion  University  has  partici- 
pated in  this  event.  All  students, 
faculty,  staff,  and  community 
memt)ers  are  invited  to  come  and 
take  a  short  self-test  for  depres- 
sion and  manic-depression,  learn 
about  these  disorders,  watch  an 
informational  video,  and  talk  indi- 
vidually with  a  mental  health  pro- 
fessional. Even  those  who  are 
not  experiencing  symptoms  of 
depression  are  welcome  to  par- 
ticipate and  learn  about  depres- 
sion and  the  services  available 
on  campus.

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

The  purpose  of  this  col- 
umn is  to  address  common  gram- 
matical errors,  inaccuracies  in 
punctuation  and  frequent  mis- 
takes in  spelling.  This  week  I 
would  like  to  address  a  mistake 
that  I've  been  caught  at  recently: 
When  you  affect  a  situation, 
you    have    an    effect    on    it. 

There  are  actually  four 
words  here.  When  "affect"  is  ac- 
cented on  the  final  syllable  (a- 
FECT),  it's  a  verb  meaning  "to 
influence"  as  in  "The  enormous 
donation  did  not  affect  my  vote." 

A  more  rare  meaning  is 
indicated  when  the  word  is  ac- 
cented on  the  first  syllable  (AFF- 
ect),  meaning  "emotion."  This  is 
used  mostly  by  psychiatrists  and 
social  scientists;  people  who  nor- 
mally   know    how    to    spell    it! 

The  real  problem  arises 
when  people  confuse  the  first 
spelling  with  the  second:  "effect." 
This  too  can  be  two  different 
words.  A  more  common  one  is  a 
noun:  "I  left  the  dog  in  all  day  and 
the  effect  was  that  the  house  was 
trashed."  Less  common  is  a  verb 
meaning  "to  create":  "I'm  trying  to 
effect  a  change  in  the  environ- 
ment." It's  not  surprising  that 
people      are      confused. 

Hey,  nobody  ever  said 
that  the  English  language  was 
logical,  so  memorize  it  and  get 
on  with  your  life!

Venango  Student  Services 
moves  ahead  with  new  technol- 
ogy. Venango  Student  Services  is 
not  delivering  services  into  stu- 
dents' homes  through  the  use  of 
technology. 

Many  of  the  students  at  Ve- 
nango Campus  are  adult  students 
who  work,  have  children,  and  lead 
very  busy  lives.  Because  of  this 
factor,  the  Student  Sen/ices  De- 
partment tried  to  think  of  ways  to 
deliver  the  Orientation  seminars 
directly  into  students'  homes. 

The  Department  developed 
a  computer  disk  which  any  stu- 
dent can  sign  out  for  the  semester 
to  use  at  home.  This  disk  has 
internet  site  lessons  all  of  the  ar- 
eas which  were  taught  in  Orienta- 
tion Seminars.  The  30-40  minute 
lessons  include  such  things  as 
time  management  for  students, 
test  taking,  reading  a  college  text- 
book, note  taking,  etc. 

There  is  a  short  worksheet 
which  accompanies  each  lesson. 
These  are  areas  which  are  impor- 
tant college  transitional  skills  for 
all  students. 

Now  many  students  who 
were  unable  to  attend  the  semi- 
nars because  of  busy  schedules 
can  still  receive  the  information. 

As  our  world  seems  to  get 
more  and  more  complex,  using 
technology  creatively  to  deliver 
services  directly  to  students  at 
their  convenience  may  be  the  new 
wave  of  the  near  future.

Hey,  Watch  Your  Language! 

The  purpose  of  this  col- 
umn is  to  address  common  gram- 
matical errors,  inaccuracies  in 
punctuation  and  frequent  mis- 
takes in  spelling.  This  week  I 
would  like  to  say:  "Quotation 
marks"  should  not  be 
"overused"  or  used 
"inappropriately." 

Often  words  that  are 
meant  to  be  ironic  are  used  in 
quotation  marks.  "He  hung  out 
with  a  bunch  of  "intellectuals." 
The  quotation  marks  around 
"intellectuals"  indicate  that  the 
writer  believes  that  these  are  not 
real  intellectuals  at  all.  The  ironic 
use  of  quotation  marks  is  over- 
done, and  is  usually  a  sign  of 
laziness  indicating  that  the  writer 
has  not  bothered  to  find  the  best 
expression. 

Single  quotation  marks  are 
usually  used  only  for  quoted 
words  and  phrases  within  quota- 
tions. Mindy  said  to  me,  "When  I 
saw  'BYOB'  on  your  invitation,  I 
thought  it  meant  'Bring  Your  Old 
Boyfriend."' 

Titles  of  books  and  other 
long  works  that  might  be  printed 
as  books  are  usually  italicized, 
but  the  titles  of  short  poems,  sto- 
ries, essays,  and  other  works  that 
would  be  more  commonly  printed 
within  larger  works  (anthologies, 
collecfions,  periodicals,  etc.)  are 
enclosed  in  quotation  marks. 

Please     treat     quotation 
marks  with  respect  and  only  use 
them  when  they  are  "called  for."
